The  eves  or 
the  sea  horse  work  independ- 
ently of  each  other,  giving  him 
at  times  I he  cross-eyed  look  of 
a cirrus  clown  This  little  con- 
venience. however,  enables  him 
to  look  to  both  sides  a!  once  and 
Is  of  considerable  advantage  in 
spotting  I he  little  shrimps  and 
worms  upon  which  he  feeds 

One  of  the  most  conspimotii 
of  the  contradictions  of — bis 
anatomy  is  his  unpiscntorlal 
prehensile  tall  tn  the  possession 
of  which  he,  and  his  close  rela- 
tions. the  nephnroM*.  are  unique 
In  their  marine  world  He  uses 
that  little  tall  much  as  a creep- 
ing plant  does  its  tendrils  He 
has  quite  a bit  of  power  In  thi.s 
appendage,  enabling  him  to  hold 
on  to  a piece  of  seaweed  r*r  drift- 
wood against  the  heave  end  the 
hurl  of  the  stormiest  sens. 

He  does  not  use  his  tall  for 
propelling  himself,  however,  like 
other  fishes,  but  it  doe*  serve.  In 
addition  to  Its  anchorage  vnlue 
as  a means  of  vertical  move- 
ment.

In  the  island  of  Kolguev  the 
Samoyedea  drive  moulting  wild 
geese  Into  nets. 

It  1*  obvious  that  the  flight- 
feathers  of  a bird,  so  wonder- 
fully hooked  together  by  millions 
of  bnrblcela  and  barbules.  form 
light  and  strong  and  elastic 
plane.-,  and  provide  sufficient 
surface  to  support  the  bird's

feathers  may  contribute  In  an- 
other way  to  the  support  of  the 
bird  in  the  air.  , . 

A few  years  ago  a physiologifl 
discovered  that  the  feathers  of  a 
bird  become  positively  electric  in 
their  upper  layer,  and  negatively 
electric  in  their  deeper  layer, 
whenever  they  rub  against  one 
another  and  strike  the  air.  The 
result  of  thU,  as  the  professor 
pointed  out,  is  that  the  down- 
feather*  repel  each  other  and 
the  covering  feathers  over  them 
ere  attracted  to  them;  and  so 
little  pocket*  of  warm  air  are 
made  which  form  an  effective 
w a rm  th  - preserver .
